ig Vials, The firſt whefeof is aid to be poured out upon the Earth of the Beaft, Rev; 
16, 2, appeared to be when he was manifeſted unto the Church, to be the Great | 
{Antichriſt ' that before ſtood lirm (in appearance) upon a ſuppoſed and pretended 
Jus Divvixizm, and was counted Chriſts Vicar General, and Saint Peters Succeffor in 
the Seaof Rome. though moſt faſly. (as Mr, Ed. Deering hath made evident) which 
Gf. Vial was poureil put by. our Wickliff and others which ſo ſhaked his Earth and: 
[Foundation that he ſtood : upon; that thereupon he had a noyſome and grievous ſore

_ "The fecond Vial ſeemed to be poured upon the Seas of the Beaſt, when Luther 
ſo divulged his Divine DoQtinesof the Goſpel of Chriſt, and wrote ſo vigorouſly a- 
gainft many Popiſh errours,that rhe truth, by his means was ſpread largely in Germany, 
. and wayy other Countries, and ſo.took place, that Popiſh deluſions and erfors, which 

revailed-before amongſt them, were thereupon caſt off, and-the Popes power great- 
y diminiſhed in thoſe. places, and all his Spiritual deluſions amopgt them became 
like the blood of adead tnan, having no Life, or Spirits left in them 3 and this was 
ao wonderful in theſe two firſt pourers forth of the ſaid Vials, after their great pre- 
valency againſt the man of Sin,and his great endeayours to deſtroy them ſucceflively

the promoters of his wicked Do&rines, by the reſtraint of penal Laws, to take away 
their lives, as was wade againſt them in Queen Elizaberbs Raign, and elſewhere al-

'Thefourth Mr.' Mede conceiyes alſo to be poured upon ,the Sun in the Popes Orb, 
Viz, On the German Empite, 'or bouſe of Aufria, by that illuſtrious Guſfauus 4- 
dolphus King of Sweden and others over-ruuning ſuddenly about 202 Miles in their 
Watrrs(as was conceived)and though it till remains ; yetboth then and fince have been 
muck weakened by the Turk about new Hauſe, and the French Wars fince, for it is 
to ba obſerved, that'no Vial utterly deſtroys bur'the laſt, they only: bring the Pope- 
dome into a Conſumption ;- yet upon ſuch ſcorthing; they thaye accordingly.blaſphe- 
med-Gods name, and will not acknowledge his hand, and therefore. w got. repent 
to give him gl6ry, - But the fourth Vial is alſo conceived to be the, caſting off the 
Popes Univerſality, which before was as his ſhining Sun that hath darkned his Orb 
greatly : which appears very probable to be meant thereby.
